with  the  Colorado  State  Patrol. 

CCA  Executive  Vice-President  Dave  Rice  gave  an  interesting  report 

on  legislation  being  conducted  at  the  Capitol 

Dr.  Larry  Rittenhouse,  CSU  Proffssor  explained  a lot  functions  the 
Springfield  Experiment  Station  develops.  His  largest  concern  was 
does  the  Cattlemen's  Assn,  wish  to  have  the  Stations  research  contract 
renewed.  The  Board  of  Directors  was  asked  to  reach  a decision  and 
get  word  back  to  him. 

Senator  Ken  Clark  spoke  about  the  activities  in  the  senate  especially 

about  the  ownership  of  deep  water  rights. 

Mick  Mendenhall  gave  a report  about  the  CCA  Scabies  committefcjs 
recommendations  to  the  Livestock  Sanitation  committee.  The  present 
regulations  will  expire  May  l,  1979  therefore  the  need  of  the  recommendation 
CCA  First  Vice-President  M.A.  "Pat"  Ferree  told  about  the  need  for 
new  members.  The  total  state  membership  was  down  about  550  at  this 

time. 

State  Brand  Commissioner  H.L.  "Jay"  Rowe  told  us  that  a vacancy 
had  been  created  on  the  brand  board  due  to  a resignation.  This  is  a 
5 member  board  with  at  least  one  being  a cattle  feeder. 


President  Thompson  called  on  Jim  McMillin  , chairman  of  the 
Resolutions  committee  to  report.  Mr.  McMillin  introduced  17  resolutions 
which  were  all  accepted  individually,  coppy  attached.

Whereas,  this  additional  taxation  creates  a hardship  on  the  farmers  and 
ranchers  that  will  cause  the  liquidation  of  many  family  owned  operations,  and 

Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  recognizing  the  unfairness  of 
this  change  and  the  difficulty  in  carrying  out  an  elaborate  set  of  carry- 
over basis  provisions,  by  virtue  of  the.  Revenue  Act  of  1978  delayed 
the  implementation  of  this  changeover  until  January  1,  1930,
